The  Colorado  Springs  Fine  Arts  Center,  e  two  million  dollar 
institution  given  to  the  Pikes  Peal  Region  by  Alice  Bemis  Taylor, 
was  conceived  in  1931  as  a  focal  point  for  the  cultural  growth 
of  the  community  and  as  a  spur  to  greater  interest  in  fine  arts 
throughout  the  Rocky  Mountain  area. 

Its  facilities  include  four  large  e«hibition  galleries,  a  music 
and  rehearsal  room  seating  200,  a  theatre  seating  450.  an  art 
school,  a  library,  an  anthropological  laboratory,  storage  facilities 
for  collections,  offices,  kitchens,  carpentry  shops,  residence  apart- 
ments, a  girls'  dormitory,  and  a  studio  for  children's  art  classes. 

The  Fine  Arts  Center  provides  the  college  with  facilities 
tor  over  100  students  in  thorough  instruction  in  painting,  sculp- 
ture, design,  drawing,  and  other  facets  of  art  training.  Use  of  the 
auditorium,  galleries,  and  library  is  also  available  to  the  students: 
and  the  Fine  Arts  Center  has  become  the  cultural  focal  point  of 
the  C.  C.  campus.
